BORDEAUX, France, June 29.— 


(UP)—Revolt broke out today in 
two refugee camps for children 
evacuted from the Basque coun- 
try. Youths of 10 to 12 years of 
age attacked or threatened the 
nuns and teachers in charge of 
them with knives and revolvers. 


Sixty refugees at Auxerre re- 


volted when a child was slapped 
for misbehavior. They drew knives 
and glasses and demanded their 
return to Spain. 


Four escaped. 
Police sent 15 


others to a disciplinary camp. 


Sixteen boys revolted at the St. 


Louis hospital at La Rochelle. They 
insulted the nuns and kept the pa- 
tients awake by singing the "In^ 
ternationale" all during the night. 


The nuns threatened to call po- 


lice and the boys then removed 
their shoes and beat the nuns. 


Police, responding to a riot call, 


clashed with the youngsters and 
one policeman was injured before 
the refugees were subdued.

at or near strike-bound steel mills. 


Police Chief B. J. Gillen, of Warren, swore out a war- 


rant for arrest of Gus Hall, local strike organizer, and two 
other men after arrest of three alleged bombers who were 
said to have confessed preparing for a series of nitro-gly- 
cerin explosions around picketed and militia-guarded steel 
plants. 


The three men arrested were named by police as 


George Bundas, John Boraweicz and Arthur Scott, all des- 
cribed as strikers against the Republic Steel Corporation 
plant at 
Warren.

Three explosions in the 


Warren area have punctu- 
ated the 33-day old strike 
which kept 80,000 men idle 
in seven states until mills 
began reopening within the last 
few days with militia and police 
protecting returning non-strikers. 


Republic, which this week under- 


took a comprehensive plan for re- 
suming production at various Ohio 
plants, had kept the Warren and 
Niles mills going throughout the 
strike despite the fact that pickets 
curtailed 
production 
and 
kept 


workers inside the plants. In the 
last few days, however, production 
had been stepped up at the Warren 
plant with militia men maintaining 
order on the picket lines. 


The explosion 
occurred 
on a 


bridge near the center of town, on 
the Pennsylvania railroad tracks 
and at a power line pole near the 
Republic plant at Nlles. 


The power line explosion was 


the latest of the three bombings in 
the alleged campaign of terror 
and led to the arrest of the three 
men now in jail. 


According to police, the three 


confessed that:—

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 29 — 


(UP)—Two mysterious explosions 
In the mountains which rim strike- 
torn Johnstown cut off the major 
water supply of the 
Bethlehem 


Steel Corporation today and forced 
the company to suspend operations 
at its big Cambria plant, scene of 
a strike railed by the Committee 
for Industrial Organization. 


The blasts, heard in a radius of 


ten miles, occurred in the midst 
of a "back to work" movement, 
which according to the company 
had pushed operation to a normal 
basis despite the strike. 


The first explosion, which oc- 


curred shortly before midnight, 
cut a 36-inch line from the bor- 
der dam. The second blasted the 
56-inch Quemahoning line which 
carries water into the Franklin 
mill, one of hte largest divisions 
of the Cambria works, where 15,- 
000 steel-workers are employed. 


While two smaller "utca to the 


plant remained open, the blasting 
of the two major lines caused fuich 
a severe shortage that operation* 
were disrupted.

Instead of the 10,000-ton craft, 


which many experts once thought 
would revolutionize 
naval con- 


struction the 
world 
over, 
the 


Reich, in the near future will re- 
enter the world naval aramament 
race by the construction of full- 
aized battleships. 


Rear Admiral Robert Wittoeft- 


Emden, naval attache to the Ger- 
man 
embassy in Washington, 


made that statement while in- 
specting the U. S. Navy bases at 
San Diego. 


Wittoeft - Emden believes the 


practice of building the smaller- 
sized men-o'-war soon will be for- 
gotten. He explained that Ger- 
many undertook the construction 
Of such ships only because it was 
forced to such action by the Trea- 
ty of Versailles. 


Forced by Necessity 


"The Versailles Treaty placed a 


limit on the size of German war- 
ships and we found it necessary to 
build greater strength and speed 
into our 10,000-ton cruisers, which 
have been termed vestpocket bat- 
tleships," Wittoeft-Emden said. 


It was the Deutchland, one of 


the Reich's "vestpocket" 
fighters 


which was bombarded by Spanish 
Loyalist planes while on patrol a 
few weeks ago, resulting in the

Wittoeft-Emden refused to dis- 


cuss the size of the details of the 
full-sized 
battleships he said his 


nation would construct. 


It is bslievcd, in naval circles 


here, however, the Reich soon will 
construct battleships of the 35,000- 


ton class such as are to be built by 
the "United States. 


The German naval expert also 


refused to comment on the U. S. 
governments efforts to limit the 
size of guns on the capital ships 
of the world powers to 14 inches.

T 


HE PRESTIGE of the Literary Digest 


received a deadly blow last November 


when the elaborate and expensive system, 
through which it has been enabled to fore- 
cast election results and gauge public sen- 
timent in national issues with an almost un- 
canny degree of accuracy, slipped a cog 


The reputation built up by the Digest 


was well deserved. There was no basis foi 
questioning the skill, the care, the scrupu 
lous honesty that distinguished its poll of 
the voters over a long period of years. The 
results told their own story. 


In November, however, something, or 


possibly everything, went wrong. Its poll 
showed that the New Deal would be re- 
jected by thirty-four of the forty-eight 
states. Instead, it was approved by forty- 
six states. 
Even the editors themselves 


have failed in their efforts to explain or 
even understand what happened. 


A brief announcement that the Literary 


Digest has been sold for a trivial price and 
will be merged with the Review of Reviews 
marks the passing of what was once an 
influential publication, with a circulation 
of a million and a half. Its end may have 
been inevitable, more sprightly magazines 
having captured the vogue, but at least it 
was hastened by that fatal error in Novem- 
ber.

hall" of the Justice Department as a work- 
room, sorted and assembled it. 


Facing a sharp reduction in its budget, 


.he WPA plans to conclude this work July 
1. It already has begun dismembering the 
field staff. With the axe hanging menac- 
ingly over their heads, the 
Washington 


staff decided to make an effort to save 
their jobs. 


Their first move was to send a delega- 


tion to WPA Deputy Administrator Mrs. 
Ellen S. Woodward. When she offered lit- 
tle hope, the group bitterly informed her 
that if the dismissals went through "there 
will be some suicides on your head." 


Next the workers sent a strongly worded 


communication to Morse threatening "mass 
action" unless they were retained. 


This truculent challenge drew a prompt 


come-back. Striding into the "great hall" 
and taking a stand on a stairway over- 
looking the workers, he laid down the law 
in emphatic language. 


"I never want to receive another commu- 


nication 
like this," Morse exclaimed.

Journal of the American Medical 
Association has come forward with 
some remarks which we take the 
liberty of abstracting as being 
Erom an official source: 


"Snoring or unusual noises ac- 


companying inspiration or expira- 
tion or both In deep sleep, in coma 
or in deep anesthesia, involve sev- 
eral factors." The noises are pro- 
duced 
by the passage of 
air 


through regions of partial obstruc- 
tion to the passage of air. 


These regions are, first, in the 


glottis or voice box, due to the ex- 
treme relaxation of the muscles 
controlling the vocal cords. 
This 


allows the vocal cords to hang into 
the voice box cavity close together, 
and to be vibrated with the pas- 
sage of air breathed in and out 
The second obstruction is due to 
the tongue falling into the back of 
the throat in coma or anesthesia 
especially when the patient is ly- 
ing on his back. Third, the relax- 
ation of the muscles which govern 
the position of the soft palate 
which tends to fall against the roof 
of the hard palate. This would in- 
terfere with the passage of the air 
through the nose if the patient lies 
on his back. Fourth is the pres- 
ence of mucus in the nasal pas- 
sages. 


A common exolanation of snor 


ng is that it is due to the vibra- 
tion of the soft palate, but this Is 
>robably not sn entirely adequate 
explanation, because if the soft 
jalate is completely relaxed and 
:he sleeper lies on his back, the 
jalate Is likely to close the pas- 
sage of the nose and not vibrate 
at 
all, 
but 
merely 
force 
air 


through the lips. Anyone can vol- 
untarily produce snoring noises 
when awake by making a deep in- 
spiration with a partially closed 
jlottis. The noise is made by the 
intermittent 
passage 
of 
air 


through the obstructed glottis. 


Snore When on Back 


These ideas certainly explain the 


well-known fact that a sleeper Is 
more likely to snore when on his 
back. The mucus idea also ex- 
plains that horrible moment when 
sounds resembling the prelude to 
the eruption of Vesuvius are fol- 
lowed 
by 
snortings, 
havvkings, 


gargling and strainings, until final- 
ly the offending liquid is removed 
or swallowed. It does not explain 
why the snorer doesn't wake him- 
self up. Nobody on earth has been 
ingenious enough to bring forward 
any Idea on that subject. 


"Under the question of treatment 


the American Medical association 
is not very satisfactory. 
It says, 


"Snoring is an annoyance to other 
people rather than to the snorer." 
This is no news. 
Snoring is not 


even classed as a functional patho- 
logical condition. "Snoring is less 
liable to occur if the person goes 
to sleep and stays asleep on either 
side or on the abdomen. A thor- 
ough clearing of the nasal pas- 
sages before going to sleep also 
may aid." 
In other words, the 


only treatment for the real suf- 
ferer from snoring is to go into the 
other room.
